havo the record for tho Collins' fire, Dec. 
30th, 1859, which was reported for the 
Gazelle by Andrew Palmer, druggist, 
Weat Milwaukee street At G a. m. ihe 
thermometer was 12 degrees below zero; 
at 12 o'clock—the time of tbe fire, it was 
10 degrees below zero, and at G p. m. 34 
degrees below. Clear eky and sharp 
northwest wind. Tho following account 
ot tho fire is copied from the Gazette of 
Deo. 21st, 1859: 


FIEE—Tseterday morning the new and 


beautiful residence on the hill belonging 
to H. W. Collins, built by Mr. Winaus, 
was discovered to bo on firo, and was en- 
tirely consumed. Moat, or all, of the fur- 
niture was removed and saved. We learn 
that Mr. C. had an insurance of • S2.000 
on tho building. 


The lire originated, wo loam, from tho 


separation of a stovepipe. No available 
effort to save the building could be made. 
From a deficient supply of hose, tbe en-1 
gmes could not reach the river, and water 
was only obtained for them from the cis- 
tern of the high school building, when 
it was too late to bo useful. The \veather 
was intensely cold, and a large number 
of tho firemen and other persons BUfi'ered 
by tho freezing oC care, fingers and feet. 
Preparations were making by the family 
of Mr. Collins Cor a largo party in the 
evening.
